By 1 Geo.i. c.13, and 1 Geo. 2. c. 32, Bishops were enabled, having regard to the greatness of theCure 
and the nature of the Ecclesiastical Benefices, to appoint Curates’ stipends or allowances, not exceeding £. 50 
nor less than .£.20 by the former Act, and £.10 by the latter. 

By 40 Geo. 3. c. 27, Bishops were enabled to appoint stipends or allowances for Curates, not exceeding 
£. 75 ; this Act left the lower limits as before. 

Both of the atove Acts were repealed by 5 Geo. IV. c. 91 ; and at present no law exists to regulate the 
Salaries of Curates of resident Incumbents appointed since February 3, 18-24, or to enable the Bishop to 
allocate any such Curate’s salary. The Act 40 Geo. 3. leaves the amount to be regulated by the private 
agreement of the Incumbent and Curate.
